DALLAS  (BPI  -  All  Anna 
Streeter  mw  in  her  refrigera¬ 
tor  was  three  hot  dogs  and 
one  bottle  of  apple  juice.  She 
was  hungry  and  wanted  to  go 
to  the  grocery  store,  but  her 
(lank  account  was  as  empty

It  could  be  just 
sheer  meanness  that  we  hold  inside. 

Have  yon  ever  known  someone 
in  your  neighborhood,  community 
or  maybe  even  in  your  church  that 

d  always  seemed  to  know  all  of  the 
about  everybody?  Ifyouwantto 
know  what  is  going  on  that  is  sinis¬ 
ter,  wrong,  hurtful  and  hateful,  you 
can  taUi  to  thsm  and  yon  will  get  the 
jowdewn.  Now,  of  course,  usually 


they  are  not  doing  or  saying  anything. 
Tb^  are  just  the  garbage  colle^r  of 
the  communify.  Now  they  may  be  just 
peo^  who  are  extremely  Interested 
in  everybody  else’s  business  or  they 
may  be  f(^  who  just  love  to  dig  in' 
the  trash.  Either  way  whan  they  start 
pickii^  the  stuff  up  without  realizing 
It  they  may  be  loading' up  the  canisters 
of  th^  brains  and  not  be  aware  when 
it  begins  to  spoil  their  lives. 

In  the  love  chapter  of  I  Corinthians, 
the  >UMstle  Paul  Mares  with  os  a  great 
insist  about  this  problem  in  just  a 
phrase.  He  said  that  people  v^  have 
matured,  grown  up  and  have  Oodike 
love  flowing  in  their  lives  'thinketh  no 
evil*  (I  Cor.  13:5)-  A  literal  transla¬ 
tion  of  that  phrase  could  be  something 
like,  *Tbey  60  not  keep  a  record  of 
wrongs.*  Let  me  sanest  that  we  am 
not  to  be  human  garbage  collectors. 
Maybe  in  your  own  hfe,  yon  can  see 
that  the  trashpile  has  gotten  stacked 
pretty  ’nigh.  Tne  smell  is  getting 


pretty  intense.  You  do  not  have  to 
wait  until  spring  cleaning  to  act  and 
clean  up  the  mess  that  is  there. 

In  Isaiah  38,  the  prophet  came  to 
Hezekiah  with  a  tpeoaf  word  for  a 
n^  in  his  life.  Hezekiah  was  sick 
and  was  going  to  die.  Isaiah  brought 
this  word,  *Sm  your  house  in  order, 
because  you  are  going  to  die;  you  will 
not  recover'  (Isa.  38:1).  Clean  up  the 
sti^  because  you  are  going  to  die  and 
notUve.  In  the  context  of  the  passage, 
it  almost  seems  like  Hezekiah  was  far 
more  concerned  about  djfing  than  be 
was  about  cleaning  up.  Sometimes  the 
cleaning  m  wiD  lead  to  life  being  bet¬ 
ter  every  day. 

How  do  you  clean  up  your  bnuae, 
your  heart,  your  mind  and  your  life? 
Well,  I  must  tell  you  that  Ciod  has  a 


of  even  aqiect  ot  your  Hie 
It  is  alfprovided  Iw  Jesus,  His  won¬ 
derful  iMn,  who  can  save  us  and  * 
rescue  os  from  the  putriflcation  of  all 
that  would  destroy  ns.  Turn  it  over 
to  <^l  Give  all  of  that  stuff  to  God’s 
memory  bank.  According  to  the  Word 
of  God,  He  will  forget  all  of  that  stuff 
never  to  remember  it  against  us  again. 

Maybe  lookiiM  back  over  this  last 
ytfi,  or  two  or  mree,  some  of  ffiose 
things  that  have  come  to  hurt  vou, 
haunt  yon  and  become  imbedded  in 
the  ve^  febric  of  your  life  need  to  be 
cleansed  in  a  wav  that  only  God  can 
enter  into  ^rour  nfe,  release  it  and  do 
away  with  it  Call  upon  Him  today 
and  allow  Him  to  do  His  mighty  work 
in  you.  Then  when  you  are  refreshed 
and  renewed  go  out  and  bless  others.

Women 
have  reported  to  Wentland 
that  their  body  eventual^  feels 
dead,  leaving  them  with  no 
natural  responses. 

Others  have  said  when 
they  were  raped  for  the  first 
time,  they  feh  like  their  hearts
